NICHT RIDERS AFTER 
. LOC AL PICT URE NEn 

AGENT FOR EUREKA PORTRAIT 
COMPANY ROBBED IN WEST- 
ERN KENTUCKY. 

Night riders are hard at work agalu 
In western Kentucky, but the co.-raa- 
pondents of the dally papers are not 
wilting much about them prob* .,/for 
fear of the consequences to Iheni- 
selves. First hand Information of 
some of their work was received •..<« 
this week by General Manager M A 
Johnson, of the Eureka Portrait Com- 
pany, In a letter received from T. A. 
Griffith, foreman of a crew of can- 
vassers, who have been at work in 
Christian and Trigg counties for sev- 
eral weeks Griffith tells how one ot 
hla men was attacked by night riders 
and forced to leave the part of , .e 
country he was working In, soliciting 
pictures for enlargement. He was 
robbed of #20 by the men who caught 
him, and warned him to leave and 
never return. He was glad that they 
did not Uke hla life and says he 
does not regret the $21) alnce he got 
awqy unscathed. According to Orif 
1th a man waa shot ami killed Jusc a 
short time before his crew went to 
work In the nelghborhod. 

The antipathy of the night riders to 
picture canvassers, etc Is said to 
have been caused by the pracUce of 
the state military authorities in send- 
ing troops to the troublous districts 
last year In the guise of sewing ma 
cbine agents, book agents, picture 
agents and the like. The militiamen 
wen after information of the riders 
and the latter became very suapicioua 
of all strangers who came into the 
community. ' 

The letter of Grillitb to tJie home of- 
fice here says: 

‘ We bad some trouble w'ith Iba 
I night riders; that is. some of the boyj 
did. 1 must not talk any and I have 
instiucted all of the crew to keep 
quiet Une m.m was shot last week 
at Astor's Pond. He leaves a wife 
and three children. His wife was slew 
In bed at the time he was shot. 

"It la awrful the way everything is 
going on lb this night rider district. 
Every thing ts at a high pitch. Every 
strange man wht> comes to this coun- 
try will have to tell hts business and 
not be long about IL 

“Muzzatl was run out one night 
about two o'clock, aud $20 waa taken 
from him. They made him gIL This 
happened close to Gracey. Muzzall 
looked like 30 cents the next day. 

“We are going to try Cadiz this 
week I think we can get two weeks 
work here; that is. If we don't get a 
noUce to get ou6\ M e are going to 
stay with them unUl we get through 
or get a noUce to get out I am keep- 
ing ail this from the crew, but have 
Instructed them to be careful and not 
talk any."
